HANDICAPPED CHILDREN 


During the past few years a study has been made 
of children who are backward in the grades. We 
find in the schools all types of children from those who 
are very backward to superior children and a few of 
genius. We may classify the backward pupils as 
those who are backward but capable of being brought 
up to grade and those backward that will always be 
slow owing to their low mental age. We are now able 
to predict with a high degree of accuracy, as_ early 
as the latter part of the first grade, what the ability 
of the child will be in the school work of the upper 
grades. How futile it is to insist that a pupil seri- 
ously handicapped, must work upon materials that 
are beyond his understanding and his personal needs? 
A certain percentage, however, of pupils who test low 
in mental age are subject to special disabilities or 
temporary arrests in development. These pupils are 
constantly studied and as far as is possible for our 
teachers to do so are treated for their special disabili- 


ot 
ties in reading, writing and number. The aim is to 
get pupils who are suffering from such disabilities 
back into the normal grade of their respective ages. 

Such a program calls for the alert open minded 
teacher who is ever ready to analyze the capacities 
and abilities of each child under her instruction. She- 
must work sympathetically with each boy and girl so 
as to find his or her success in life. It should be ‘re- 
garded as a cardinal sin to discover that any child is 
a failure.. To reflect this viewpoint each teacher 
must be devoted to her profession and well trained 
in leadership, knowledge and professional technique. 

LONGER SCHOOL YEAR : 

Last year, owing to so much stormy weather, Lon- 
donderry schools made a poor record in the actual 
number of days of school kept. This situation was 
not due wholly to the attitude of the teachers. In 
some schools it was due to the attitude of the parents 
and the pupils. Several teachers had full attendance 
on. all stormy days throughout the year. The Morri- 
son school and No. 7 have lost no days for years on 
account of the inclemency of the weather. Other 
schools should profit by the example of these two 
schools. | 

The tendency of the towns throughout the state 
during the past eight years has been to increase the 
number of school days. Formally the number of 
school days averaged, throughout the state, from 160 
to 170 actual days kept. The average now is from 
170 to 180. Londonderry schools kept last year 163: 
days. ; 

An increased school year has been secured in some 
towns by excluding certain holidays, in others by 
having the holidays come in vacation and by closing 
schools less frequently on account of stormy weather. 
Many towns in order to keep the requisite 180 days 
have increased the number of weeks to thirty-eight. 
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The latter plan allows for a sufficient number of holi- 
days and a few days for stormy weather. 


ENGLISH IN THE GRADES 


A novel method of teaching English along creative 
lines of thought is already in use in some schools and 
about to be adopted in others. The underlining prin- 
ciple is to create within the child a desire to master 
and habituate a better and more effective expression 
of the English language. This method is based upon: 
the principle that a child not only desires to possess » 
a few interesting and beautiful books but this love. of 
books is most thrilling when associated with the» 
- child’s use of English in story-telling and story-writ- 
ing. Story-reading, story-writing and _ story-telling: 
when harnessed together are natural ways of pro- 
ducing a flow of English. The purpose is to produce: 
a powerful motive on the part of the child to use the. 
structural elements of the English language. The 
child uses a period because he needs a period, the 
question mark because he has conscientiously form-. 
ulated a question, and a capital so that his friends 
may know where each sentence begins. He uses a 
better selection of words because they will give great— 
er pleasure to his hearers and readers. The use of. 
the method gives the child much. pleasure in dis- 
covering how things are done. The time spent in»: 
spelling, handwriting, art and English are all included 
in the project of writing a book. 

The children are given. drill in spelling so that they 
may spell correctly words they use in the stories they 
write. They learn ordinary subject-matter of this kind 
two or three times as rapidly as usual because they 
see some real reason for using the words. Hand- 
writing drills are given before copying their story) 
Such drill is worth many weeks of aimless drill. Art: 
work is done on the illustrated cover, title page, etc. off 
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the child’s book. This vitalizes both ‘the writing and 
the. drawing. At a recent teachers’ meeting it was 
unanimously decided to employ this method and find 
ways and means of adjusting the work to the rest of 
the curriculum. 


HEALH 


The examinations of all children in the schools 
started early last fall. They were measured in height 
and weight and tested in sight and hearing. Twenty- 
one children were found to be ten percent under 
weight. Mrs. Lillian Mackintosh the nurse plans to 
have these children at an underweight clinic a little 
Jater in the year. 

Hot lunches are served in most of the schools. This 
is very beneficial for those children who would other- 
wise have cold lunches. << 

Ten tonsil and adnoid operations have been per- 
formed. There have been four special examinations 
for pupils with defective eyes. All of these cases have 
been fitted to glasses. 

There is to be a toxin and antitoxin clinic in March 
to innoculate all children and thus protect the com- 
munity against the scourge of diphtheria. This clinic 
was largely patronized in Derry and it is conducted by 
the State Board of Health.
